field, with many carres ol bagage. And if the reſt of the ar⸗ 
mie had bene as diligent as his miteftic was, there Wilde 
many moꝛe haue bene ſlaine, fo2 all their rereward hoglbe 
haue bene diſcomfited and defaited ; Do ſrom that day foz- 
ward the greater part of the enimies aru parted out of 
the Nealme, the remnant following their Pꝛinte the next 
dap after, without any ſeparation, becauſe ſome did rematne 
with the Duke de Mayne. But there is great ktketthood 
that he ſhall nat be able tok&pe many of them. | 


Thereaſons which moued and induced his maie ſtie to 
vndertake this voyage, are abone by p2ovfe ſufficiently 
confirmed by the nod ſuccefſe thereof, hauing by his pze- 
ſence and loꝛtes ſtayde and hindered the Pꝛinte of Parma 
from enterpꝛiſing of any exploit in his paſſage , and in that 
retrait diſcomfited many of his ſoldiours, fozcing him to 
lodge alwaies very cloſe, and to make great and ſperdy iotur⸗ 
nies, that by neceſſity he left many men and ſich that were 
not able fo faſt to follow him with their bagage, and ſuch 
like carriage, which all was left to the turteſie of the boꝛes 
andpeſants,and beſides that in the ſaid pafſage he hath ſur⸗ 
pꝛiſed the chiefeſt holdes which the Duke de Mayne had, 
the Mareſhal of Biron during thts voyage tooke alſo 5.02 
5,townes,and 2 o. ſtrong Caſtles, whereupon the cnimie 
had laid ſtrong garriſon, 


And thus the ſaid Duke de Parma departed out of the 
Realme without any great occaſion , not to boaſt of anye 
notable exploit done by him, ſince his firſt arriuall there, 
but 


but rather torgeule hint of his aid tovnge, hauing left 
thoſe.in wha fatopr he came, and chicſely the citie ol Pa⸗ 
ris(of whole deliuerance he made great bꝛags) in greater 
want and neceſſity then he found it. Hauing done nothing 
that might redound to the credit of the king his maiſter, his 
great and mightie armie turning backe againe altogether 
— ruinated, whereby his own reputation is like 
which can not be aſcribed but one⸗ 


to begreatlydunintthed,
